The following report is submitted for your information. 

While assigned to District 101 we received an attempt suicide call 
at 111 N. Bishop. On our arrival it was found that this was a disturbance 
involving arrested party. Sgt. W. G. Jennings was present at this call. 

The arrested party was handcuffed and brought to the City Jail for 
Disturbing the Peace. On our arrival in the jail upstairs the handcuffs 
were removed as the prisoner was quiet. While writing up the arrest 
sheets the prisoner struck Officer J. D. Tippit in the right eye with his 
fist. The prisoner was subdued and received minor scratches about his 
face. Arrested party was treated in the jail by Police Emergency Doctor 
and released to be placed in jail, charged with Disturbing the Peace and 
Investigation of Aggravated Assault on Police Officer. 

Officer Tippit was treated at Parkland Hospital for a small laceration 
above right eye and released for duty. 

Witnesses to this incident were Officer S. 0. Littlejohn and H. L.

The following report is submitted for your information. 

While working district lOlj April 28, 1956 we received a call at 8:28 P.M., 
to 731 N. Edgefield, regarding a demented person. 

Upon our arrival at this location we contacted Mrs. Vicki Shaver, 
w/f/25, who was standing in front yard and stated that her husband 
had run her out of the house with an ice pick and threatened to 
kill her and commit suicide. She further stated that she wanted 
us to go into the house and get him out. 

We went to the front door where the suspect, Robert Lee Shaver, 
w/m/25, was standing and creating a disturbance by talking loud 
and threatening his wife. We asked him to come outside and he 
refused. 

We pulled the screen door open as he shut the wood door. We opened 
the door and as officer D. H. Smith and I went in, he stabbed 
officer Smith in the left shoulder with an ice pick and I was 
stabbed in the stomach and right knee. 

Suspect was subdued and handcuffed and was transported to City jail 
by officers L. G. Speers and J. D. Cober. Suspect was charged with 
assiilt to murder. 

I received treatment at Parkland Hospital by Dr. Greathouse and 
returned to duty.

There does not appear to be any severe reaction about the metal- 
lic body tills date. Diagnosis is (1) metallic foreign body, articular surface, 
patella and femur, right and (2) synovitis, knee joint, right, traumatic and 
secondary to 01 .

It is tecommended that this knee be explored »rui the metallic body removed 
and any degenerative cartilage removed as a result of wear and tear from 
the sharp point. This should be carried out as soon as possible and the 
patient is scheduled for November 16th unless the City of Dallas advises 
otherwise. Surgery is to be carried out at Methodist Hospital. 

It is estimated that this patient will be off work approximately 3-4 weeks 
minimum and ma x i mum about 3 months depending on the amount of damage that 
is found at the time of surgery. There will definitely be permanent dis- 
ability to this knee in any event, but the sooner the ^jrgery is carried 
out, the less the permanent damage.

The patient states that he has been in excellent condition since his last 
examination in January, 1959 and that he has had no difficulty with his right 
leg. He states that on 8/12/60 while driving a patrol car he began having 
pain in his right leg involving the hip and the knee with difficulty in utilizing' 
the brake and the accelerator.

LIMITATIONS 



This policy does not cover any happening outside the limits of the United States 
of America unless otherwise expressly stated hereon. 

EXCLUSIONS 

This policy does not cover death, injury or disablement - 

(a) Directly or indirectly caused or contributed to by war or invasion or while 
engaged or taking part in Military, Air Force or Naval service or operations. 

(b) Directly or indirectly caused or contributed to by intentional self-injury, 
disease or natural causes, suicide or attempted suicide (whether felonious or 
not), provoked assault, duelling or fighting (except in bona-fide self-defence) 

(c) Directly or indirectly resulting from medical or surgical treatment (except

Dear Chief Eanssom ' 

I believe in oommending a man when he deserves it. Sush a 
man is Offioer .T. D. Tlrmit . badge No. 848. I have never before 
received a traffio summons for speeding, but I have heard raany- 
people tell how impolite polioemen oan be when issueing them, es- 
pecially for speeding. I oane through your oity violating your . 
law at 5i 30 in the morning. Offioer Tippit was v ery polit e and 
courte ous. He patiently explained what I had done wrong and was 
never even gruff. I believe that this is unusual at 5,30 in the 
morning, after probably working all ni ght ■ My faith in and respeot 
for polioe officers has been renewed. 

I do have two suggestions to offer. In driving through Dallas 
yesterday morning on my way to Fort Worth, I was almost involived in 
an aooident three or four times by other drivers cutting out of their 
lanes into mine. I do not know if this is a violation of your law or 
' not, but it is extremely dangerous unless the other driver makes a 

hand signal. This seemed to be quite oommon with no attempt at oorreot- 
ion. The other suggestion is that on highway 80 (business route) you 
place some larger signs telling the speed limit. X entered the city 
and there was a large sign saying, "Speed limit 40 miles per hour." 

As I continued on toward town, I did not notice any other speed signs. 

I had notioed before that on the traffio signals there were signs 
saying that -the traffio signals were set for 30 miles per hour. After 
my arrest, I looked at the nbxt traffio signal and I saw in rather 
small lettering, "Speed limit, 30." Here in Longview, highway 80 
has a speed limit of 40 until you come into town and it is reduoed 
to 35, but there are several large signs telling out of town drivers. 
When you are use to this speed and driving in a strange oity, it is 
good to have large signs tellaig you the speed limit. 

X have sent a similar letter to Judge O’Brien with my oheok 
for $10.00, the amount of my fine.
